mester and $6.00 in the spring. This 
will bring an approximately $32,000 
ineréase in student tax funds. 

The total amount of money re 
quested by the campus organiza 
tions this year will be close to 
$164,503, an increase of over 
$50,000 from last year, 

Miss Chandler said that since the 
student body will not be increasing 
in size that mueh next year on fhe 
crease in tax was necessary for the 
expanding programs of the differ 
ent organizations. 

Ih other business senator Al Szy- 
mansky proposed an amendment 
calling for an increase in the num — 
ber of senators under the new cone 
stitution from 36 fo 40.

* The commencement of the fes- 
tival at a time when exams are 
three weeks away 15 shortsighted. 
The students whose interest runs 
fo these particular art selections 
fare the very students most con- 
cerned with exams, That the, fes- 
tival is facnity-orientated, frees the 
student body from any condemna- 
tjon.
